Bucharest, 
April 
29—fAP) — 


Ana Cumpanas. "The woman in 
red" who put the finger on John 
Dillinger that summer night in 
393-J when FBI men killed Amer- 
ica's public enemy No. 1 in a 
Chicago alley, is dead. 


The Timisoara newspaper Vestul 


reported last night that the wom- 
an, known in the United States as 
Mrs. Anna Sage, died last Friday 
in the quiet town of Timisoara in 
southwestern Romania of a liver 
ailment. She was 58 years old. 


Mrs. Cupanas was deported by 


the United States government m 
3936 because of a conviction in 
Gary, Ind., for running a bawdy 
house. 
She had lived the life of 


a well-to-do citizen in Timisoara 
since then. 


Vestul said that she complained 


to the end of her life that she had 
been "cheated" by federal author- 
ities of 570.000 in reward money 
for putting Dillinger on the spot 
for the G-men. 


She told New York reporters 


when she was put aboard the ves- 
sel to be deported that she had re- 
ceived S5.000 for informing on 
Dillinger, and in reply to a ques- 
tion as to whether she felt she 
had been "double-crossed by the 
government in 
the 
deportation 


proceedings," she replied. 


"I never felt that way." 
Melvin H. Purvis, former FBI 


chief in Chicago, acknowledged her 
aid in. bringing Dillinger's crim- 
inal career to an end at deporta- 
tion proceedings in 1935, when he 
testified that he had promised to 
help her in having the deportation 
order dismissed if she participated 
in Dillinger's capture. 


Born in a small Romanian vil- 


lage, she went to the United States 
in. 1914. settling in Chicago, where 
she married Alexander Suciu. She 
divorced Suciu in the early 1930's. 


On the night of July 22, 1934, 


she pointed out Dillinger as he 
emerged from a motion picture 
theater. Dillingar elected to fight 
it out with G-men who called o" 
him. to surrender, and he was shot 
to death. Mrs. Cumpanas' sou- 
briquet of "the woman in red" 
came because of the costume she 
wore that night.

After he'd read the letter I 


A-rote you a couple of weeks ago— 
>he one about how many duly eggs 
were being solcl-a friend of mine 
nailed me up. 


"1 just want to pass along an 


Idea." he said. 
"You know, we 


don't get many dirty eggs out of 
our nests. And I'll tell you why. 
We use 'harem' nests." 


-Harem" nests! 
That was a 


new one to me. 


When he told me what they were 


like I realized they were the same 
kind of nests my less imaginative 
friends call community nests or 
tunnel nests. Back in Massachu- 
setts 
they 
call them clean-egg 


nests. 


You've probably heard about 


them: There's usually an opening 
at either end and there 
arf.n't 


many partitions— sometimes none 
at all. The top of the nest—slant- 
ed so the birds can't roost on it- 
is hinged so you can lift it to 
gather the eggs. 


There are a number of varia- 


tions. 
1 remember in one hen 


house where there weren't any 
nests at all— but an egg laying 
room, with a sand floor. The eggs 
naturally got rolled around in the 
sand and they were clean as a 
whistle. 


Fewer Cracked. Dirty Eggs 


"The same thing happens in 


these harem nests." my 
friend 


tells me. "We use a good dry Ut- 
ter — right now we're using oat 
hulls, because we happen to have 
them. Savings are okay, too. The 
eggs get turned in the litter — and 
you'd be surprised how few we 
get that are dirty or cracked." 


The harem nests. 1 understand, 


are a lot more comfortable for 
the hens, particularly in the sum- 
mer time, because they're cooler 
than 
the 
old-fashioned 
cubby- 


holes. 


And they're a lot easier for the 


person who's taking care of the 
chickens. It's easier to gather UK- 
eggs, and easier to keep the nests 
clean. 


That saves time. - 
And. according to a good many 


of our state colleges, most people 
spend more time taking care of 
chickens than they need to. 


Trley don't ^..advise neglectiag 


your chickens; Far from it. They 
just think we could use our heads 
to save our heels more than we do. 


Arrange your nests, your feed- 


ers and your feed supply so they're 
more convenient. 
You'll be sur- 


prised to find you ca.n take care 
of the chickens in maybe half the 
time and with half the work it 
used to take. 


More Feeders. More Eggs 


I was reading the other day 


about how they checked up. down 
in Oklahoma, to see just now much 
liifference the -number of feeders 
and waterers would make. 


They had three pens with SO 


hens in each. In the first pen they 
had one feeder and one ivaterer. 
In the second pen they nut f-vo 
feeders 
and 
two waterers — and 


that stepped egg production up 4 
per cent. 
In the third pen they 


put three feeders and three water- 
ers — and that stepped production 
up 10 per cent. 


I remember being at a flock 


owners" meeting once and when 
one of the women heard how manv 
feeders and waterers she was sup- 
posed to have for the number of 
birds in her flock, she was indig- 
nant.

Overgrazing pasture will cause 


soil and moisture losses, says Ben 
H. Smith, Jr., soil conservationist.

Pasturing 
livestock

spring also reduces pasture yields. 
Most pastures should be allowed 
to reach a height of 4 to 5 inches 
before allowing stock to gra^e, 
explains Smith. 


Soil and moisture losses i-esuit- 


ing from overgrazing can lower 
beef, milk and pork production. 
The Ogle County Soil Conservation 
district recommends delayed graz- 
ing until grass gets a good growth. 
Smith points out that pastures, 
like crops, need careful manage- 
ment.

A Sorry Bargain 


Proponents of Federal compul- 


sory sickness insurance, as pro- 
jected by the pending Wagner- 
Murray-Dingeli Bill, use as one of 
their principal arguments the fact 
that some 30 nations have compar- 
able plans in effect, some of them 
of long duration. 
But, as A. M. 


Simons has pointed out in the 
Christian Science Monitor, "No 
favorable evidence drawn from the 
working of such systems is ever 
presented. 
Is"o unprejudiced visi- 


tor returns from any of these 
systems with praise for its opera- 
tions or vital statistics of its ac- 
complishments in imprcvinig the 
.Health of the people insured." 


A great many 
experts 
have 


studied the operation of compul- 
sory sickness 
insurance abroad, 


notably in England. Practically 
all of them have reported that doc- 
tors are overworked and are un- 
able to give the ordinary patient 
the degree of individual attention 
he should have. And some Eng- 
lish authorities have 
themselves 


came up with unfavorable testi- 
mony. For example, the Regional 
Medical Officer of the Depart- 
ment of Health for Scotland has 
observed that it was felt that Eng- 
land's National 
Insurance 
Act 


would "have some effect not only 
in diminishing the amount and 
duration of disabling illness," but 
would prove to "b? "an important 
preventive element" Instead, he 
found that both the number of 
cases of Hires and their average 
duration had increased. 


Compulsory government health 


insurance, in short, would cost our 
tax-burdened people four to six 
billion dollars a year—and in re- 
turn for that we would get a 
system of bureaucratized medicine 
which has not been successful any- 
where it has been tried.
